Report of 
Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens of Mount 
Vernon: 

I hereby submit my third annual report of the schools of 
Mount Vernon for your consideration. 


— TEACHERS — 


SCHOOL 

At the beginning of the fall term Mrs. Webber passed in 
her resignation. Mrs. Webber had done excellent work and we 
were sorry to have her leave. Mr. Leon Beal, a graduate of 
Farmington Normal School, was hired to fill this position and is 
doing good work. ‘This school is one of our best schools. 

Miss Riley who had taught very successfully the Dunn school 
for several years, resigned to be married. Miss Ruth E. Orbeton, 
a graduate of Gorham Normal School, was hired to fill this 
position. Miss Orbeton is doing excellent work. 

Miss Eleanor Chase, for several years a teacher of the Bean 
school, resigned to accept a better paying position in another 
district. Miss Chase was one of our best teachers and we were 
sorry to have her leave. Miss Dorothy Mooney, a graduate of 
Gorham Normal School, was hired to fill this position. Miss 
Mooney is doing excellent work for a beginner. 

We were fortunate enough to retain all the other teachers. 
The Robinson school has improved very much under Mrs. 
Williams. The pupils, as a whole, are beginning to take an in- 
terest in their school work and most of them are really studying. 

Now and then I hear rumors about going back to the old 
plan in the Dunn-Wing schools and Robinson-Village schools. 
I believe this would be a grave mistake. These schools have all 
improved very much during the two and a half years that I have 
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known them. It is true that we were unfortunate in some of 
our teachers in the Robinson school but even then it was much 
better than it would have been had those same large boys and 
girls been mixed in with the smaller children. Only one school 
was being injured by their disorderly conduct. Tests show that 
much improvement is being made. 

There has been as much improvement made in the scholar- 
ship of the Stevens school as in any school in your town during 
my superintendence. This is due partly to the very backward 
condition of the school at the start. Miss McLain has done and 
is still doing excellent work in this school. 

All the schools are in a good, healthy, growing condition. 
Of course there is still much chance for improvement. I hardly 
see how we secure as good teachers as we do for the salary we 
pay. It will be impossible to retain any good teacher more than 
one or two years except local teachers. There are very few 
towns that pay their teachers so poorly. Wouldn’t it pay the 
town to pay the teachers a little more and not change teachers so 
often? Had the town raised money enough to raise the munici- 
pal rate of $.0570 to $.05736 or $.00036 it would have received 
State aid from the equalization fund. I wonder if it would not 
have been a good investment for the town? $.00036 on a dollar 
is a pretty small amount to keep a town from receiving State aid 
from the equalization fund. Our neighboring town Readfield’s 
municipal rate was $.0580 which made them qualify. This is 
only $.001 more than Mount Vernon’s rate. The average rate 
for the State, which is also the required rate, is $.05736. 

Personally I appreciate very much the additional two weeks 
of school. I am sure it will do much to improve our scholarship. 
Our school rate is $.01247 and the average for the State 1s 
$.01243, or in other words Mount Vernon’s school rate is $.00004 
more than the State average. All the above figures are for the 
year ending June 30, 1937. 


ATTENDANCE 
The attendance is far below what it should be and especially 
so in some of the schools. Following are the percents of at- 
tendance in each school for the year ending June, 1937 and the 


39 


fall term of 1937. The year’s attendance is given first in each 
school: Bean, 93.3 and 94.3; Dunn, 87.1 and 68.2; Wing, 82 and 
86.8; Robinson, 76.6 and 81; Stevens, 81.2 and 81.7; Village in- 
termediate 84.5 and 84.1; Village primary, 87.3 and 93.4. It is 
noticeable that the Bean school has by far the best attendance and 
that the Dunn school has the poorest with the Robinson a very 
close second. I wonder if the attitude of the parents toward 
schools in general and attendance in particular does not have much 
to do with the attendance of the children? I have noticed that 
most of our truants have been in the Robinson school. Every time 
the truant officer has to be sent for a child it takes just that much 
money that might be used for something much better. The 
Dunn school is composed of young children and the very low 
attendance for the year was due largely to an epidemic that ex- 
cluded several of the children for a number of days each. The 
children in the Bean school always show a desire to be at school. 
We hope all the parents will try to have their children in school 
all the time unless the children are sick. When a child stays 
out of school it not only injures his work but also slows up all 
the children in his classes. Again I am having inserted the sec- 
tion of the school laws relating to attendance. 
Sec. 77. Children between certain ages required to attend 
school unless excused or excluded by committee; penalty 
for neglect; exception for subnormal child. R. S., c. 
Boop tiv bes Goshen. 19215 0.) 51927; .c. 87. 

“Every child between the 7th and 15th anniver- 
saries of his birth and every child between the 15th and 
17th anniversaries who cannot read at sight and write 
legibly simple sentences in the English language and 
every child between the 15th and 16th anniversaries 
who has not completed the grades of the school shall 
attend some public day school during the time such 
school is in session, and an absence therefrom of 4 day 
or more shall be deemed a violation of this requirement; 
provided, that necessary absence may be excused by the 
superintending committee or superintendent of schools or 
teachers acting by the direction of either; obtains equiva- 

lent instruction, for a like period of time, in a private 
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school in which the course of study and methods of in- 
struction have been approved by the commissioner of 
education, or in any other manner arranged for by the 
superintending school committee with the approval of 
the commissioner; provided, further, that children 
shall not be credited with attendance at a private school 
until a certificate showing their names, residence, and 
attendance at such school, signed by the person or per- 
sons having such school in charge, shall be filed with the 
school officials of the town in which said children re- 
side; and provided, further, that the superintending 
school committee may exclude from the public schools 
any child whose physical or mental condition makes it 
inexpedient for him to attend. All persons having 
children under their control shall cause them to attend 
school as provided in this section, and for every neglect 
of such duty shall be punished by fine of not more than 
$25, or by imprisonment for not more than 30 days; pro- 
vided, further, that a child between the ages of 14 and 16 
who, because of sub-normal mental capacity is unable 
to successfully pass the tests necessary to allow a regu- 
lar work permit to be issued, may under conditions 
deemed proper receive a work permit to be issued jointly 
by the commissioner of education and the commissioner 
of labor, such persons to be employed in non-hazard- 
ous occupations.” 

Your teachers are trying hard to have their pupils keep up 
to grade. They need the co-operation and sympathetic help of 
each parent and interested citizen. If more parents would do as 
the parents of fifty years ago did when they told their children 
that if they got punished at school they would be punished again 
when they got home, the question of discipline would be much 
easier. No satisfactory school work can be done without good 
order in the schoolroom. 

The toilet accommodations at the village are very unsatis- 
factory if not dangerous. Something should be done about this 
and should be done right away. The toilet next to the street 
is very offensive both outdoors and in the schoolroom. In fact, 
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some days it is really sickening in the schoolhouse. I believe a 
chemical toilet can be installed that will give satisfaction. I have 
had several installed in other towns that were perfectly satis- 
factory. I hope something may be done about this matter before 
the State makes us do something about it. 


CLOSING 

In closing, I want again to urge the citizens to continue the 
Robinson, Dunn, Wing, and village schools, as they are now. I 
feel confident that the results speak for themselves and that you 
will never want to go back to the mixed schools that you 
formerly had. I am confident that the pupils who may attend 
secondary schools will make a much better showing in their 
school work because they will be much better fitted to do the 
work. 

The Stevens school has an attendance of only. twelve and 
might very profitably be closed and the pupils conveyed to the 
village and Robinson schools. The conveyance would cost less 
than it does to run the school and the other schools can easily 
care for the extra pupils. This change should be carefully con- 
sidered by all. 

I wish to thank all who have in any way helped to improve 
the schools. It has been a pleasure to work with the teachers 
and with you, the School Committee.

To Norman B. Perkins Jr., a Constable of Mt. Vernon, in the 
County of Kennebec, and the State of Maine.

deeds for such property. 


Art. 26. To see what action, if any, the Town cares to 
take in regard to the “Porcupine Lot”’. 


Art. 27. To seé what action, if any, the Town cares to 
take in regard to the enforcement of tax liens. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to take over the 
property of Lewis A. Wyman, with his consent, to pay his back 
taxes and reimbursement for help received from the Town.

Art. 29. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to procure a temporary loan or loans in anticipation 
of taxes for the purpose of paying indebtedness of the Town.
